6. Claims 2-6, 8-1 0, 1 3, 1 5-24, 26-30, 32-55, 57-71 , 73-81 , 84. and 85 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention relates to processing, transportation (uploading and /or 
downloading) and Internet publishing (or viewing) of digital content. The prior art of 
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record fails to teach the combination of claim elements including "the media object 
identifier being embedded within third-party web site, the media object identifier," and 
"pre-processing the media object by the media object identifier for the requirements of 
the third-party web site, the pre-processing being done without additional user selection 
of the pre-processing" as specified in independent claims 15 and 48 . 

Likewise, the prior art of record also fails to teach the combination of claim 
elements including "pre-processing the media object by the media object identifier for 
the requirements of the third-party web site, the pre-processing being done without 
additional user selection of the pre-processing" as specified in of independent claims 16 
and 49. 

The prior art of record also fails to teach the combination of claim elements 
including "pre-processing the media object at the local computer without user selection 
of the pre-processing, wherein the web page contains parameters user to control the 
pre-processing" as specified in claims 50 and 66 . 

Thus, the prior art of record neither renders obvious nor anticipates the 
combination of claimed elements in light of the specification.
